Severance of Diplomatic Relations 


Between France and Bulgaria. 


ABSOLUTELY PURE 


WARLIKE ACTIVITY BY THE LATTER. 


How the Sultan of Turkey is Likely to 


Profit by the Present Complications 


—The Hand of Great Britain 


Seen in the Matter. 


PAIHS, Dec. 18.—All the statements 


made to the United Press in regard to 
he serious state of affairs caused by 
he severance of diplomatic relations 
>etween France and Bulgaria, owing 
o the expulsion from the latter coun- 
ry of M. Chadouinc, a French journal- 
st, are much more than borne out "by 
he actual facts, and more recent events 
how that not only was the situation in 
no way exaggerated, but that the inci- 
lent is more serious than at first sup- 
losed. 


There is a suspicious calm in high 


diplomatic circles and very little is to 
)e gathered as to the nature of the al- 
most constant 
interchange to tele- 


graphic dispatches which has been go- 
ng on the past forty-eight hours. It is 
cnown, however, that the French con- 
mls at Rons Tchouk, Btnirgas and 
"liilippopolisbad followed the example 
)f M. Tauel, the French consul at 
Sofia, and acting upon instructions re- 
ceived from their government, have 
eft Bulgaria. 


It should be explained, however, iu 
pite of the serious aspect which the 
jhadouine incident has assumed, that 
France will not resort to arms in order 
o enforce her demand for satisfaction 
or the expulsion of the journalist re- 
erred to. But there are war clouds 
»n the horizon for all that. For in- 
stance, 
the 
Bulgarian minister of 


inance has started for Vienna with the 
avowed intention of raising money 
with which to strengthen the army 
of Bulgaria. The Bulgarian govern- 
nent, as if apprehending trouble, is 
already hurrying reinforcements of 
roops to UOIH Tchouk and Philippop- 
olis, but it is difficult to find any real 
cause for this warlike activity, for it 
would hardly be possible for France to 
attack Bulgaria without forcing the 
massage of the Dardanelles and bom- 
mrding \%rna from the-Black sea. 


Such a step as this, it need hardly be 


added, is not on the tapis at present, 
so far as the general public knows. Of 
course France might have the co-opera- 
ion of Rusflia in this matter, but such 
an eventuality is not even discussed by 
the alarmist papers up to date. 


The Russian papers, it is true, have 


>akcn up tho discussion of the Cha- 
douine incident in a manner that shows 
.heir sympathy is with France. In 
substance they say that Bulgaria has 
acted in a most insolent manner to- 
wards France and they severely cen- 
sure her for so doing, while hinting 
that she must not try the forbearance 
of France beyond a certain point or slic 
will have to take the consequences oi 


r insolence. 
The 
Itepublique Francaise to-day 


says that the sultan -of Turkey, who is 
;till recognized by the powers as the 
sovereign of. Bulgaria, 1ms asked the 
Trench government, through the Turk- 
sli minister in this city, Essad Pasha, 
who is also in that capacity the repre- 
sentative of Bulgaria (the latter being 
a hereditary and constitutional mon- 
archy under the suzerainty of the 
jorte) for permission to settle, as 
suzerain of Bulgaria, tbemattersin dis- 
pute between that coxintry and France. 
This is looked upon as a movo at tho 
suggestion of Great Britain, and would, 
f carried out as proposed, mean a re- 
acknowledgment of the authority of 
ihe sultan over Bulgaria, and a decided 
strenghtening of the lattor's position 
n Europe.

A MURDKRftiB HANGED. 


William E. Fitzgerald Pay« the Penalty 
ol Hl« Crime at Columbui, O. 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec, 17.—William B. 


Fitzgerald, who is to hang at the peni- 
tentiary annex early this morning, 
murdered Police Officer William B. 
Freed, 
a 
Youngstown, 
Mahoning 


county, May 14, 1801. The crime, al- 
though a cold-blooded affair, was not 
in the strictest sense of tho word, pro- 
meditated. Fitzgerald was a profession- 
al burglar and all-round thief. He had 
stolen a seal-skin sacque, in tho pocke t 
of which was nearly SlOv in money, 
from a private residence, and was mak- 
ing away with his booty when Officer 
Freed attempted to arrest him, A 
running fight between the two ensued, 
pistols being used by both the officer 
and fugitive. Fitzgerald was finally 
cornered near the outskirts ol the 
town and, turning, shot the officer 
dead. He was immediately arrested 
and confined in the Youngstown jail 
until his trial occurred, which, by the 
•way, was one of the shortest on record, 
lasting but seven hours after the pris- 
oner was arraigned. Fitzgerald was 
found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree and sentenced to hang on Novem- 
ber 19 last. Gov. Campbell granted 
him a respite until to-day in order that 
the supreme court might pass on his 
case. The highest tribunal sustained 
the verdict of the Mahoning county 
courts. 


Within the last week Fitzgerald has 


made two attempts to commit suicide. 
Tho first was on Sunday night, when 
he took a large dose of morphine, 
which he had secured in some mysteri- 
ous manner. He was resuscitated and 
carefully watched after that time, and 
the night before last succeeded in mak- 
ing another attempt at self-destruction. 
On the last occasion, his effort was 
desperate in tho extreme. Ho placed a 
sharpened lead pencil directly over hia 
heart and, holding it in a horizontal 
posit ion, rushed madly against Lis cell 
door. The pencil was driven a half 
Inch into the flesh, but his guard pre- 
vented the effort being fatal.

DI RUD1H! BEING BETTER INFORMED. 


Baron Fava, Being in High Ftvor With 


His Government, Will Receive Pro- 


motion — Possibly to Succeed 


Count Menabrea. 


ROME, Dec. 18. —Italy is arranging to 


send a minister to Washington in place 
of Baron Fava, who was recalled from 
America in consequence of the New 
Orleans lynching. The name of the 
proposed minister has not yet been an- 
nounced. The government has con- 
cluded to take this course, without 
waiting for any assurance from the 
American president that- the constitu- 
tion will bo changed so OB to afford 
more protection to foreigners, Rudini 
having learned semi-oSlcially that it 
was beyond the power of the president 
to give such an assurance. 


Itnron Fava remains in full favor 


with the Italian government, and there 
is no longer a pretense that his course 
in regard to the New Orleans incident 
was in any respect uninstructed. Baron 
Fava will possibly succeed Count Mena- 
brea, the Italian ambassador in Paris. 
Count Menabrea has represented Italy 
In Paris since 1882. He has had a dis- 
tinguished career and is about to retire 
on account of old age, having been born 
in 1809. 


Italy has hesitated to relieve Count 


Manabrea ou account of the reverence 
and respect with which ho in regarded 
in Franco, botli on account of his scien- 
tific acquircmcuts.and his distinguished 
military services. Should Fava succeed 
him it would be a promotion in the di- 
plomatic scale. 


One motive favoring the appointment 


of Fava is said to be that his absence 
from Europe since 1881 would make 
him more acceptable to the French 
than a diplomat who had be*n mingled 
In the intrigues of European court* 
within recent years.

sarily generate we .may unduly exag- 
gerate the vanity and emptiness of life.
